REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are drawn to method of making microarrays of frozen tissues. The prior art 
teaches making tissue microarrays e.g. Leighton (USPN 6,103,518) and the prior art teaches 
frozen tissue samples e.g. Irving et al. (J of Clin. Path. (1996) 49: 258-259). However, the 
instant claims distinguish over the prior art by requiring a tissue microarrayer comprising a 
cooling chamber that maintains the recipient block in a frozen condition during microarray and 
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microarray block formation wherein the cooling chamber is movable in an x-y direction relative 
to a horizontal surface. The prior art does not teach or suggest the instantly claimed method 
using a cooling chamber as described in the claims.
